New York, Sept 18.—In a period of 


eight years, from 1899 to 1906, iaclu- 
fiiye, the Standard Oil company was 
shown to have earned the total profits 
of f490;315,934, or at the rate of more 
than $61>OQO,OaO a year, and distrib- 
•uted to itsi shareholders in the same 
period $308,359,403. These facts were 
brought out by Frank B. Kellogg, who 
is conducting the federal suit for the 
dissolution of the company, and who 


. examined a number of Standard Oil 


officials during the hearing. 


' 
'- Brought under the Sherman anti- 


trust law, this investigation, having 
its inception in Missouri, has taken a 
nation-wide compass. Half a dozen 
^states are. Interested in the outcome 


t of the investigation and have their 
legal representatives here to watch 
the progress of the fight. 


While the company was e'arning 


these vast sums in the refining of oil, 
the statements adduced at the hearing 
show that between 1899 and 1906 the 
assets of the company grew by leaps 
and bounds from $201,781,523 to $381,- 
314,531. The capital stock is $98,338,- 
382. Financiers and those seeking 
knowledge of the exact profits of the 
Standard Oil company have striven 
vainly to obtain the figures which Mr. 
Kellogg succeeded in placing upon .the 
record of the court. Mr. Kellogg also 
obtained from witnesses a statement 
showing that the Standard Oil com- 
pany of New Jersey controlled by 
stock ownership over 70 companies 
engaged in the refining and the trans- 
portation by pipe line of oil on Sept. 
14, 1907. The Standard Oil company 
iiad always carefully guarded the list 
of Its subsidiary companies and the 
amount of its shareholdings. The list 
showed that the Standard Oil com- 
pany of New Jersey owned $999,000 of 
the total capital stock of $1,000,000 of 
the Standard Oil company of Indiana, 
which was recently fined $29,140,000 
by Judge Landis in the United States 
circuit court in Chicago for rebating. 


:Mr. Kellpgg's efforts to obtain infor- 


mation of the records of the liquidat- 
ing trustees; who had charge of the 
liquidation of the Standard Oil trust 
and the exchange of the liquidating 
trust certificates for the shares of the 
Standard Oil company of New Jersey, 
were not rewarded. Charles M. Pratt, 
secretary of the Standard Oil com- 
pany, who testified that he had been 
a liquidating trustee, said he did not 
know the whereabouts of the records 
and could recall but little regarding 
the liquidation of the Standard Oil 
trust. Clarence Fay, assistant comp- 
troller for the Standard Oil company, 
;was also unable to give t&e govern- 
ment inquisitor the information he de- 
sired, which caused Mr. Kellogg to re- 
mark that he thought it strange that 
no one in the Standard Oil company 
seemed to know where the records of 
the

ance with the terms of the Algeciras 
convention, namely, native police un- 
der French-Spanish instructions. The 
ultimate outcome of the struggle be- 
tween the rival sultans of Morocco is 
a matter with which the French gov- 
ernment is not concerned, the man- 
date of France and Spain being limit- 
ed to the restoration of order and se- 
curity at the Moroccan ports. 


Owing to a misunderstanding on the 


part of the tribesmen outside of Maz- 
again as to the cause of the booming 
of guns during target practice by the 
French cruiser Gondo, the European 
residents of the town had a narrow 
escape from massacre. The cruiser 
went out for practice without notify- 
-togtt-be authorities of her purpose, and 
as soon as the guns were heard the 
tribesmen believed that the troops 
were about to occupy the town, and 
galioped.in to secure their share of 
the pillage as they did at Casablanca. 
The Jews and European 
residents 


were quite defenseless, and became 
panic-stricken. The guards saved the 
situation. With great presence of 
mind they shut the town's gates be- 
fore many of the tribesmen got in, 
and only a few Jewish shops were 
pillaged.

Held at Rutland, Mass.—On. Itiifus 


Putnam, Ohio's Pounder, Has 


Descendants in Newark. 


Exercises oC more than ordinary in- 


terest, together with an historical pa- 
geant, were held at Rutland, Mass., 
last Friday, under ttie auspices of the 
Rufus Putnam Memorial Association 
to commemorate the events that led 
up to the founding and settlement of 
the State o-f Ohio. Rutland is known 
historically as the "Cradle of Ohio" 
for here lived General Rufus Putnam 
who planned and matured the Ohio 
company, which went out 
into the 


then wild Western country, and set- 
tled the town of Marietta 
in 1788. 


Putnam's old house still stands, the 
house from winch issued tine call for 
the convention which led to the or- 
ganization of the Ohio company, and 
over the threshold of which the fam- 
ous old soldier went to lead that com- 
pany to the great 
Northwest. The 


house is now a public memorial, with 
its rooms 
admirably restored and 


filled with a valuable historical col- 
lection. 


Friday's commemoration began in 


the morning with a representation of 
the departure of General Putnam and 
his party for Ohio. The party went 
with three ox teams, two yokes of ox- 
en to eac hteam, a two horse carriage 
and General Putnam's saddle horse.

CHICAGO REJECTS 


THE NEW CHARTER 


Chicago, Sept. IS—The charter au- 


thorized by the state legislature at its 
last session for the city of Chicago 
was rejected by the voters at the spe- 
cial election by a majority of over 
62,000.. Little more than half of the 
registered vote was cast, final figures, 
uno,EHcial, showing 59,446 ballots for 
the charter and 122,054 against it. The 
total vote polled was 181,500 out of a 
registered vote of 361,968. The light 
vote was due to •some extent to the 
fact that the election was a special 
one and that the granting of time for 
the purpose of voting was optional 
with employers, and in the majority of 
cases voters were obliged to go to the 
polls before going to work, or not at 
all. 


GOVERNOR HOCH 


Explains His Attitude Toward the 


Two-Cent Fare Question. 


Topeka, Kan., Sept. 18.— Governor 


Hoch gave to the press a letter writ- 
ten to a member of the Kansas senate, 
explaining his attitude on the two- 
cent fare question.

letter: 
"I have not said to any one 


what my action will be, whether I will 
secure this result through a special 
session of the legislature or other- 
wise. If to secure this result it should 
necessitate a special session of the 
legislature, in the language of Patrick 
Henry, 'Let it come.' The board of 
railroad commissioners has made the 
order and fixed Oct. 5 as the date 
when it will become effective. As yet 
I have had no official notification as to 
what the railroads purpose to do in 
this matter. But my mind is made up, 
and as soon as I have authoritative in- 
formation as to what the railroads 
propose to do, I will tnen De ready to 
act." Later in his letter he says: "If 
the raihoads had any 'horse sense' 
they would have stopped this discrimi- 
nation voluntarily."
